That was a confer- 
ence of the powers emerging victorious 
from the most desperate, the deadliest war 
of historical record. The victors made full.

No 
representative of the Central Powers was 
permitted to take part in the deliberations, 
to plead the cause of the fallen. 

Passion was at flood tide. Germany and 
Austria had elected to settle an interna- 
tional dispute with the sword; and they 
were judged by the sword. One could not 
expect the victors to bury their animosity 
when they had not yet buried all their 


Volumes have been written and thous- 
ands of speeches have been delivered in 
justification or condemnation of the Ver- 
sailles Treaty. It has not accomplished all 
the good that its proponents claimed for it 
but it has not brought about the collapse 
that its opponents professed to fear—per- 
haps hoped for. 

When one considers the conditions of 
Europe and the world while the confer- 
ence was in progress, one can only marvel 
that the negotiators builded so well. Bol- 
shevism, a deadly mental malady, was rag- 
ing with the virulence of the “black death.” 
The victor states had to defénd them- 
selves, secure their frontiers and their peo- 
ples, not only against possible encroach- 
ments from their late enemies, but against 
the threatened collapse of all legally con- 
stituted authority. They were threatened - 
by interior revolt. The League of Nations 
was the single ray of sunlight that pene- 
trated the lowering heavens. 

The negotiators of the treaty did not 
offer it to the Central Powers, and the 
world, as a perfect document. It was an 
act of international legislation. Ample ma- 
chinery was provided for future revision. 
The world was asked to accept it as a kind 
of trial balance, to be verified and corrected 
through its application. 

As one looks back to the winter of 1918 
19 one can honestly marvel that the lead- 
ers of the victorious powers kept their 
heads so well when all about them was 
smoke, blood and ashes; that, in the midgt 
of violence, loosed and seething passions, 
inflamed haired, they retaimed such a 
measure of their composure that their men- 
tal vision was able to penetrate the fog 
about them. 

Germany was made debtor-in-chief by the 
treaty, but the terms to Germany have 
proved to be much less enormous than 
they appeared to the German people when 
their representatives protested that the 
terms they were forced to accept were im- 
possible of fulfillment. The winter of 
1927-28 finds the Germans enjoying a de- 
gree of prosperity that no one foresaw eight 
years ago. Industrial and economic condi- 
tions compar favorably in Germany with 
those in the victor states of Europe. A 
treaty under which the vanquished enjoy 
equal prosperity with the victors carries 
its own justification. 

Yet German delegates at Geneva afte 
calling for a revision of the Versailles 


terms—but only such modification as will 
lighten the German load. To the present 
their petitions have received little support 
from the so-called neutral states, and still 
less from the states that drafted the treaty. 
Before amendments can be considered, 
Germany must establish beyond a. reason- 
able doubt that they are not only equitable 
but absolutely essential to the restoration 
and the preservation of the peace of Eu- 
rope. German interests alone must not be 
considered; the problem is one of the 
greatest good for the greatest number. It 
is not now a question of how the treaty 
was negotiated, but how it works. i 
The Treaty of Versailles is the founda- 
tion of the structure of modern Europe.

This letter was sent to me by s 
parishioner of moderate means 
who considered it “one of the cruel- 
est, most high-handed coercing 
duns” she had ever seen. I de 
cided to see how it worked out. 
Could a church, teaching the creed 
of Jesus of Nazareth, enforce the 
game methods as a social club to 
secure financial support? 

The outcome shows it canzot. 
They tried it just that once, but 
before that there had been so much 
hot criticiem that only the pastor 
and the deacons ever saw that 
minus list. In the meantime some 
memberships were canceled. Pro- 
tests rolled in. And, inspiring en. 
dence, many of the eligibles to that 
specious “honor roll” were them- 
selves among the protesters. They 
realized that purchased “honor” at 
the expense and mortification of 
less prosperous members of the 
church would have been peculiarly 
indecent and might by mo means

That church itself, in the light 
of later reflection, must surely be 
giad that that scheme failed. How 
they ever came to justify them- 
selves in such an experiment one 
cannot imagine.
